From the looks ot the fields around 
Hamlin our {armers are on the verge of a 
bumper grain sorghum crop, but un­ 
fortunately. if the price trend continues 
it will be like the wheat crop just past — 
too cheap to pay expenses 
According to a news release that 
we received this week from the Texas 
Farm Bureau the current average price 
for the crap 
now being 
harvested in 
South Texas is about $1 SO per hundred­ 
weight 
The Farm Bureau, according to the 
release, is trying to work through other 
state Farm Bureaus and finn or develop 
a better market for the grain being har­ 
vested in South Texas through feed lots 
and exports 
According to the TFB, buyers are 
apparently waiting for the prices to dip 
lower before buying 
Because of this, 
the success or failure of th.s effort by this 
organization could have a strong effect 
on our economy. 
For if a market cannot be found soon 
for the South Texas grain and the mar­ 
ket drops som e more before our arain is 
harvested then we will be in trouble 


W hile this effort may not be success 
ful. at least it is ar. organized attempt to 
solve part of the farmer s problems Some 
w ay must be found and soon to bring the 
farm product prices up to the level of his 
increasing costs 
And with the trend in Congress to 
city orientated .egis. 3tors it would seem 
that the best hope in the Iona run h**s at 
the market place rather thor, in the halls 
of Congress But this w.U taxe a better 
organized effort than has been tried in 
the pas? Not only will all of the farmers 
have to get together and work in the 
sam e direction but everyone dependent 
on these farmers for a living will have 
to pitch in and help for their own sur­ 
vival 


But again this is where part of the 
farmers 
problem lies even the farmers 
cannot get together in one organization 
and work in the same direction And with 
the farmers going off in different direct­ 
ions, what chance has the non-farmer 
got of I; luring out he w best to help 
Basically there are two farm organi­ 
zations. the Farm

And this is where the problem lies 
because both groups are trying to solve 
the samp problems by going in two dif­ 
ferent directions With tne farmer losing 
more and more of his voice in Congress. 
it does not help matters any 
when he 
splits what support he does have 
And 
it sure makes it hard for the non farmer 
to know how to help 
In cotton, an effort has been made 
to get around this problem by forming 
another organization which in this area 
is the Rolling Plains Cotton Growers, Inc 
It still remains to be seen whether or not 
this will be the answer It will be, if the 
cotton growers 
can compromise their 
differences within this third organization 
and work for a common goal 
But even this third voice of the farm­ 
er is having trouble raising operatin J 
monev and is seeking additional mem­ 
bers outside of the farmers them selves 
When you add the related industries 
to the voice of tile cotton farmer 
you 
should add strength to their cause but 
too often you just add to the problem 
For th*3 farmer is m o re concerned about 
the price of his product than he is about 
the volume since if he loses money on a 
IOO boles he would lust lose more money 
on 500 But when von aet 
beyond tho 
farmer you find more interest in biaaer 
crops since the chemical and fuel sellers 
do better on more acreage and the pro­ 
cessors make more money on more bales 
But from the long ranqe view the 
only answ er is for the farmer to make a 
livinq off what he produces even if it 
means curtailing his operation and sup­ 
porting him with subsidies 
This may 
have a short range effect on the related 
industries but it the farmer leaves the 
farm it will hurt these related industries 
even more
